Futhow fhal} we account tor 
tle fact upon which we may fafely rett our be- 


lief? Are we to fay it is OW ing to pre-exifling 


divine influence: Cr, canwe with propriety, 
callin the aid of phy fieal agency to explem the 
truth? As we are unacquainted with this /n- 
pernatural fomething, wis presexif'ing power, wey 
muft be reconciled to the /atter propofition to 
fulve this problem, and inflead. of faying that 
this difference inthe minds of two diltinct per- 
fons is founded upon the principle of innate capa- 
city, or genids, according to the common .ac- 
ceptation of terms, we mult fay, that, the ani- 
maleconomy of humau nature is as diverfified 
in its (tructare and functions, as the phenomina 
which furround it, and actuponit. Hence, we 
conclude by obferving, that the word gezius, 
when applied to our theory, is not incempati- 
ble with its principles ; that is, that genias is 
nothing wore than the capacity the mind pof- 
fefles of being influenced by phyfica! caufes. 
Upon the whole, this concife theory declares 
that, the mind is fimply the eife@ of feparate 
and foreign action. which is carried on without, 
to be conveyed through the medium of the fen- 
fes to the great refervoir of thought, the brain ; 
er, in other words, the habitation of the mind. 
The ancients were totally ignorant of the 


Mind becaufe they were led forward in fearch of | 


frat by the folly, ignorance, and fuperftition 
oi thetimes. Uponthe difcovery of a fingle 
feeming fa&, or hypothefis, they immediately 
fet about contriving a vague theory for it. 
Fence, intime, they became ftafhed with theo- 
etic maxims, which vanifhed as often as there 
Were new facts found to build upon. The mind 
in thofe days of barbaric myftery was looked 
upon in common, as being indebted for its ope- 
rations to the influence fw awful and fuperna- 
tural pdwer, This idea yet enflayes many 


countries, which may be jufly ecfteemed the 
greatelt lane to phyfical, as weil as moral learn- 
ing. 

Maving taken this curfory view of the meta- 
phy ficai fyitem, the reader may now afk, why 
the mind thould be confidered with the fubject 
of novel reading ? lanfwer, that, as the ming 
is influenced more by reading than by any thing 
e'fe, I conceive, it a duty incumbent upon me 
to aford her an intelligible and plain opinion 
of that important fubject ; that fhe vi_bt the 
more ealily accomodate her ieading to the im- 
provement of ber niad.
